It is really cool, that so many people 
nowadays think about the liberation 
(the real liberation) of animals and 
take their measures. Being a vegetari¬ 
an was not enough for me and for the 
animals (in the case that all people 
would be vegetarian) nothing would 
j change. The cruelty would getting har¬ 
der. If you want to show every living 
being respect and love, there is just 
on alternative: VTEEGGAANNIISSMM!!!!!! 
It's not that hard as many think turn- 
Iing into a vegan. Read this article. 

|Maybe you will find a reason for a 
completely cruelty-free lifestyle. For 
I all the guys who think now:"Oh, just 
another boering animal rights article" 
I just can say: PUCK YOU!!! As long 
we consume animal products as long 
the oppression will continue. As long 
as the oppression and cruelty has not 
'ended, I will speak out what I think 
iis right! 

First of all I have to make it clear, 
that veganism is the supposition for 
animal liberation. There shouldn't be 
a second opinion on this subject. We 
are out war, a war millions falling 
prey each year. Why are you wearing 
the corpse of animals, when you don't 
eat them? You don't wear fur, but why 
are you wearing the skin of a calf? 

[It makes no difference. Murder is mur¬ 
der. Leather is also not a by-product 
of the meat industry. Just the skin 
of an dead animal makes 1o% of it's 
worth. To get soft leather, a pregnant 
cow must be slaughter!. The soft lea¬ 
ther comes from an unborn calf. There 
is also a direct link between the lea- 
therindustrie and the milkindustrie. 
They are responsible, that cows are 
degraded to milk-producing-machines 
and bearmachines. They get forced in- 
I to an artificial state of pregnancy. 

IA short time after giving birth to 
the calf, cow and calf get divided. 
Just for the taste of milk. Cows don't 
give milk automatically how we are 
[taught from child on. Milk is for the 
[calf and for humans. If a cow isn't 
[able to give milk anymore, the cow 
Iwill finally end up in a slaughter¬ 
house. That's the fate of thousands 
[of cows each year (7oo ooo animals 
[each hour). Normally cows can reach 
Ian age of 2o years, but not in the 
[dairy-industrie. After kidnapping 
[4-5 children of a cow, the cow gets 
[slaughtered. This enable the murder 
[to get the highest profit as possible. 


’ 1 i fhat_hanpens_with_the_calfs_? 

After seeing the light, the calf 
gets divided from his mother. That 
phychichal and psychological suf¬ 
fering is just the brginning of a 
lifelong torment. A few animals 
get slaughter! for their meat or 
even for rennet, which is needed 
for the production of cheese. These 
animals just live 2 weeks, while 
other cows spend their life in pri¬ 
son, without seeing the sun or 
grass until their death. 

80% of the so called beef is a 
direct product of the dairy-indus- 
trie. Befor nowadays the female 
beef-cow gets killed, her ovaries 
gets removed and get impregnated 
with the sperm of a so called 
"high quality bull". This occur¬ 
rence makes it sure, that only 
calfs with a high profit will 
" see the light". 

The dairy-industrie, the veal-in- 
dustrie and also the leather-ind- 
ustrie are linked with each other. 
It's a fact, there is no shred of 
a dead animal, that won't be sold: 

-their skin as leather 

-their muscles, fat and organs as 

meat 

-their blood for the production 
of food for pets 

-their bones, horns and hoofs for 
gelantine 

-their hairs for brushes and pen¬ 
cils 

-their eyes to dissect 

When we want to abolish the oppres¬ 
sion of animals, how can just one 
close his/her eyes to the dairy- 
industrie. The white milk is in 
fact red, bloody red. So finally 
I can say: MILK IS MURDER!!! 

The same disgusting buisness is 
the good "egg". It's not just the 
torture in the cages, It's also 
the myth of a "little happy Chic¬ 
ken" on a green field. When they 
are not able to give eggs any¬ 
more, they get killed for the 
taste of their flesh. 

We should not forget the sheeps. 
Humans also rob milk of sheeps. 

They also get killed for their 
meat and tfeir wool. Alone 30% of 
the whole sheep-wool is from 
slaughterhouses. Nowadays thou¬ 
sands of sheeps freeze to death, 
'cause they can'tjwith the cold¬ 
ness after humans stole their 
wool. Millions die through the 
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coldness , diseases, injuries and 
also through pregnaneie-complica¬ 
tions. i 

Let's talk about bees. Their main 
forage is honey. The bee-master robs 
the honey and exchange it with a 
kind of sugar-icing. It's, also much 
cheaper for the bee-master to eli¬ 
minate the whole bee-hive before 
winter than helping the bee to sur¬ 
vive the wintermonths. Tt|s not very 
astonishing, that whole swarms get 
killed by their robbers. The queen- 
bee is getting a so called "artifical 
impregnation" ans she is sent away 
by post. If she didn't survive the 
transport, a new queen-bee will send- 
ed away by post again. During the 
manipulation of the been-hive, many 
bees get crushed and also the wings 
of the queen bee get pinched off. 

So she is not able to swarm anymore. 

I said it at the beginning: VEGANISM 
is the supposition for aniinal-libe- 
ration. Even if the whole world would 
turn to vegetarism, nothing would 
really change for the animals.
